Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the 
who  shall  au^wr^!l  aforesaid,  That  each  and  every  free 
be  enrolled  able  bodied  white  male  person  who  shall  have 
j"t.^he  nii"  resided    within    this    commonwealth  twenty 
days,  who  is  or  shall  be  of  the  age  of  eighteen 
years  and  under  the  age  of  forty-five  years, 
except  as  shall  be  hereafter  excepted,  shall  be 
enrolled  in  the  militia  of  this  commonwealth, 
who  shall  ^''e  v*ee  President  of  the  United  States,  offi- 
fee  exempt  cers  judicial  and  exe»u|ive  of  the  government 

from  mili-    f  xi 
tia  duty. 


United  States,  the  members  of  both 
houses  of  congress  and  their  respective  officers, 
all  custom-house  officers  with  their  clerks,  all 
post  officers  and  stage 'drivers  employed  in  the 
care  and,  conveyance  of  the  mail  of  the  United, 
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States,  all  ferry  men  employed  at  any  ferry  ou 
the  post  roads  while  they  remain  such,  all  in- 
spectors of  exports,  all  pilots,  all  mariners  ac- 
tually employed  in  the  sea  service  of  any  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States,  ministers  of  religion 
of  every  denomination,  professors  and  teach- 
ers in  the  university,  colleges,  academies  and 
schools,"  while  they  are  actually  employed  as 
such,  judges  of  the  supreme  court  and  of  the 
courts  of  common  pleas,  menial  servants  of 
ambassadors,  ministers  and  consuls  from  fo- 
reign states,  sheriffs,  jailors  and  keepers  of 
work  houses,  shall  he,  and  they  severally  are 
exempted  from  militia  duty,  notwithstanding 
they  may  be  above  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  un- 
der the  age  of  forty-five  years.

APPOINTMENT  OF  OFFICERS. 


Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  governor  be  and 


he  is  hereby  authorised  and  required  as  soon* 
as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  commission  persons  competent  to 
execute  in  an  efficient  manner  the  duties  of  the 
following  stations  in  the  militia  of  this  com- 
monwealth.
